Though commonly regarded as at the “mercy” of his Parliam ent, 
the beleaguered m onarch could, theoretically if not actually: 
I. Disband Parliam ent, refuse to allow it to meet again, pre­ 
vent any of its bills from becoming law. 
Declare war on any country, or m ake peace. 
Disband all of B ritain's armed forces—army, navy and air 
force. They belong to him. He could sell the giant battle­ 
ship, H. M. S. Nelson, B ritain's m ightiest m an O’ war, and 
do w ith the proceeds as he wished. 
Overrule the highest court in the land, and pardon all 
criminals. 
Make a peer or peeress odt of every citizen of the B ritish 
Empire. 
Dismiss the Cabinet and call on the arm y—all sworn to 
serve him personally, not the empire or state—to enforce 
his royal commands at sword-point. 
Edward has other rights, too. 
He cannot be sued for libel, and 
his officers and servants are immune from arrest. 
He pays no 
taxes. 
His motor cars bear no number. 
About the only privilege King Edward does not have, in fact, is 
one enjoyed by his most humble subject—the right to vote.

ON GETTING A JOB 


ANNE reason why so many people are out of jobs—especially young people 
—is that they have no idea as to what kind of a job they want, or for 
whom they wish to work. 
How can anyone get anywhere when one has no ideas as to where he 
wants to go? 
An employer has selection in his mind, as the uppermost idea, when he 
locks out for a person to fit a particular job. Not only ability, but charac­ 
ter, training and background, count with him. The w-ise young man (or 
j woman) will have the same idea in his mind—to select his employer and 
to be sure that he offers a place of development and growth, and that his 
firm represents the ideals and principles that the young man holds as es- 
| sential. 
The more earning of money, or the matter of salary should always be 
j secondary in the selection of a job that one hopes will become permanent. 
The late Marshall Field, who founded one of the greatest retail stores 
| in the world, hired a young man one day by the name of John G. Shedd, 
at a salary of something like $12 a week—'"to be increased a little later, if 
he proved satisfactory.” Mr. Shedd must have had in his mind the idea 
of making that position permanent, if his employer proved satisfactory— 
for. after Mr. Field s death he became president of the vast enterprise, re­ 
tiring later only to devote himself to other important and useful tasks.

If you want a job. first be sure of w-hat you have to offer to an em­ 
ployer, and why—then select that employer—and make the aim high! Se­ 
lect an employer of whom you can be proud and to whom you will be glad 
to give all that you are.

BALDWIN HOLDS 
TO STATE DEFI 


R o m a n c e of L ove, 
Monarch of Britain 
And American, 
Stirs Empire. 


London. Due. 5 
(AP).—Surging 
crowds cheered King Edward’s name 
through the ancient streets of Lon­ 
don early today while their mon­ 
arch struggled against his prime 
minister's 
public 
ultimatum 
to 
choose between Britain’s throne and 
Wallis Warfield Simpson. 
W hether or not the youthful and 
once-gay sovereign had reached a 
decision, or whether he still was de­ 
termined to keep both his scepter 
and his right to marry whom he 
wished, no one save himself knew. 
Alone save for servants in se­ 
cluded Port Belvedere, the sorely 
beset King through the night sought 
an answer that would satisfy both 
the dictates of his heart and of his 
duty as a ruler of the far-flung 
British empire. 
He had not yet irrevocably made 
up his mind on any course, author­ 
itative sources said, after his close 
friends urged him to bide his time 
and tell his government he had no 
intention of marrying anybody at 
the present crucial time. 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
who Friday in unmistakable lan­ 
guage delivered the challenge for 
those forces opposing a marriage 
between the King and the Ameri- 
can-bom divorcee, was expected to

But there were no definite as­ 
surances of what means he would 
employ, or even if he would say 
anything further on the subject.

Most quarters, however, expected 
no additional definite information 
would be disclosed by Baldwin un- 
i til Monday when Commons is sched­ 
uled to reconvene.

The Pennsylvania Motor Code makes it compulsory that 
all motor vehicles be inspected as to condition of brakes, 
lights and equipment which affect the safety of motor traf­ 
fic. There are two inspection periods in each year. Motor 
vehicles not equipped with ‘’approval” stickers are barred 
from the highways in the three month intervals between 
the inspection periods. Owners of uninspected vehicles are 
subject to a line of $10 and costs or live days in jail, in de­ 
fault. Certain garages have been designated by the state 
to inspect cars according to the law—go to one today and 
have your car inspected—get your sticker.
